•^resent at this time were J ohn J w c^loy, "Lien duLLes, J ohn 
‘■’herman Cooper of the Commission, u ean “tory, myself, w r x 'ruly 
and various members of the rax . "e met at the depository 
building at approximately 9*00 "**, ^avia Selin of the Commission 
^taff was also present. '»e reviewed and inspected the book 
depository bulLding and its surroundings until approximately 
noon. 


"r. J-'ruly, conducted us on a tour of the building and described 
the events on the assassination day. d n the sixth fLoor from 
were the shots were fired, we SDent considerable time discussing 
the scene of the shooting from the window used by Oswald to 
fire the shots. rt e had dswaLd's rifle and telescopic sight 
and the difficulty of shooting this rifle was discussed at 
length. u swaLd'p rifle was a heavy rlfLe with not too much 
kick to it upon being fired. -L’he telescopic sight which had 
been removed from the rifle was of poor quaLity and did not 
bring the objects in very close. x t did have a cross hair 
which helped to aim the rifle. w n more than one ocoasion x 
was able to look thru the sight and observe what Oswald saw 
at the various distances it is presumed he fired at the 
■^resident. x observed the heavy weight of the foreignmade 
rif L 0 a nd the bolt action of the gun. x arrived at the con- 
clusion that w r . ^swaLd had to be a craok shot to fire as 
many times as he did in a period of a few seconds with no 
more help than he had from the scope. x >ie tree between him 
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and the ^resident offered an obstacLe which made the firing 
more dlffloult. "e had officers clear the traffic from the 
middle Lane and via walkie talkie radio we directed those 
officers to proceed to to certain spots where it was presumed 
the •‘resident was at the time of the first, second and third 
shots. '<e also observed the portion of the sixt floor whe re 
the rlfLe was Later found by the officers hidden among the 
stacks of bookjf cartons. H e also traoed Oswald's steps down 
to the floor where he was first seen by officer "aker before 
he purchased his coke from the coke machine. 

u n the fifth floor, we stood where the w egro witnesses watched 
the parade. Aiey Later testified before the Commission that 
they heard the shots and heard the shells fall on the floor 
after each shot. * J e observed that the faLling of the sheLLs 
on the floor above could be heard . •‘‘his was heard even 
through the floor of the sixth floor had been thickened by 
additions of pLywood sinoe the assassination date. 


°n the second fLoor, we had officer -°aker demonstrate wher e 
he ranjtf up the stairs and observed '-'swa Ld going through a door 
towards the Lunchroom and the coke machine. n e demonstrated 
how he ordered u swa Ld to return to him prior to w r . -Iruly's 
advising him that ^swaLd was an employee and " u et's go on up." 
u n the same floor we talked with "r s. A ‘eld, who had previously 
testified before the C 0(n mlttee and who saw '-'swaLd 

a few moments Later in the office area of the 
second floor with a olke in his hand. a e walked by her and 
disappeared down through the doors at the south end. A t Is 
presumed that he went down the stairs in the front of the 
building and went out of the building unnoticed. 
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u n the first floor we noted the stairs and the area where officer 
c aker and *’‘rs ^ruLy ran to see who had fired the shots upstairs. 

Mg observed the washroom and domino room, and the room where 

Oswald's Jaoket was Later found which he apparently discarded 

between the time he left the bul Idlng after the assassination 

and the time he arrived for work that morning. w e also saw 

where the wrapping paper was secured which was found on the 

sixth floor. 

w utslde the building we observed the street position of th e 
oars when the shots were fired. rt e also Investigated the area 
around the ralLroad tracks and f. on the overpass and observed 
that It would have been Impossible to fire from the overpass 
without the bullets going through the windshield prior to 
striking the ■‘"resident, "e also observed the surrounding 
grounds and area and the Immediate position of the parade prior 
to the shooting. 

Subsequently to the Investigation Senator c ooper, ‘'‘r. dalles 
and 1 had an Interview with the press, "fter this u ean story 
and Left and went to his Law office where we discussed the 
situation together with the events of the previous night when 
■wean story held and Informal dinner for the members of the 
commission and city officials, “e will write a resume of this 
dinner meeting. 

"s a side Line and note to this memorandum, we were given bv 

vi r . ^'ruly a book of "^olLer headers”. s pwa Ltf used a couple 
cartons of those "^oLLer headers" to brace his rifle on to 
seoure a steady aim at the •‘"resident. w e secured the autographs 

of everyone present for this event. 
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Senator ^ooper and "Lien ^uLLes assured the press at the 
Interview that all the findings of the commission wouLd be 
made public and that the report would be made this summer at 


the latest, ^r. ^o^Loy found It necessary to catch a pLane 
about L^OO^ and, therefore, left prior to the interview. 
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
